(r.) Returns specifying, — 

(i.) The amount (if any) which has been temporarily advanced out of the Consolidated 
Fund, and the amount (if any) which has been paid out of the Guarantee Fund 
to the Land Purchase Account, or to the Consolidated Fund ; 

(ii.) The amount which has been applied under this Act towards the cost of providing 
labourers’ cottages ; 

(iii.) The presentments (if any) which has been made under this Act; 

(iv . ) The regulations and decisions which have been made by the Lord Lieutenant with 
respect to the share of any county, local authority, or person in any fund or sum 
dealt with under this Act, and with respect to the proportion in which advance!* 
are to he made in a county as between holdings, the rent of which exceeds fifty 
pounds, and other holdings ; and 

(v.) The amounts paid out of the purchaser’s insurance money under this Act, and the 
amounts paid out of the reserve fund, and repaid to such fund under this Act.
